2 . The case of the workman is that he was working as 
Blrntta Supervisor in Bhowra (S)CoIliery since 1969 and 
was a permanent workman of the colliery, It is stated 
that he fell sick on 15-6-76 and he informed the manage¬ 
ment accordingly and prayed for grant of leave till his 
recovery. He sent an application dated 10-10-76 to the 

1 management enclosing the medical ccrtifiicnte but no reply was 
given to him. The management however by a letter dated 
16-10-76 informed the concerned workman that his name 
had been struck oft from rolls of the colliery. The con¬ 
cerned workman sent a representation dated 2-11-76 pro¬ 
testing against such illegal action of the management to 
which no reply was received. 

3. It is then alleged that Shri Srinivos Singh the workman 
concerned reported for duty in the colliery on ?8-2-78 
after his recevcrv and also enclosed his fitness certificate 
but he was not allowed to join. He then made represent-* 
.ation through the union and thereafter raised the present 
industrial dispute. The conciliation ended in failure and 
bence this Reference^

4 . It i* submitted, that the action of the management in 
striking off the name of th a concerned workman » illegal 
and against law. Thor© was no provision In the standing 
order which contains the terms and conditions of service 
that the name of a workman wouty be struck off for being 
absent for more than 10 days, This action utmost amount 
ed to a misconduct fop which chargesheet should have been 
drawn and a proper enquiry should have been conducted. 
But no chargcshect was ever issued against the concerned 
workman nor any departmental enquiry was conducted 
against him and hence the action of the management Is 
void and illegal as the said action amounted to retrench¬ 
ment for which no compensation was paid U/S 25F trf 
the Industrial Disputes Act. It is also submitted that the 
provision 6f Section 25-N wa» also not compiled with. It Is 
therefor© submitted that the concerned Workman is entitled 
to be reinstated with full baok wages. 

5. The defence of the management is that the present re¬ 
ference is not legally maintainable as the concerned Work¬ 
man was a Bhatta Supervisor and was performing super¬ 
visory duties and was drawing more than Rs. 500/- and 
hence he was not a workman within the meaning of In- 
dutrial Disputes Act. It is further stated that the concerned 
workman was not found on duty on 16-6-76 and on enq¬ 
uiry it was revealed that he had left the colliery Without 
any permission or authorised leave. He was sent a letter 
dated 16-7-76 directing him to report for duty without fail 
and finally when no response was made a letter was issued 
by the management data 16-10-76 intimating him that Us 
name had been struck off from the roll on the presumption 
that he had voluntarily left his job. The management also 
learnt that he had taken up employment elsewhere. It 1* 
further stated that it was only after a lapse of two and a 
half years that Sri I. D, Lai tent a letter dated 9-12-78 
stating that the concerned workman was ill from 16-6-76 
and he reported for duties on 28-2-78 but was not allowed 
to join. 

6. The concerned workman, however, has denied that he 
was employed anywhere, else as contended by the manage¬ 
ment. According to the management however as the con¬ 
cerned workman absented for a long time and so abundt 
doited 1 his job and hence hi* name was struck off from the 
rolls of the colliery and no illegality had been committed 
by the management. 

7. The point for consideration is as io whether the ac¬ 
tion of the management in striking off the name of the 
concerned workman with effect from 16-10-76 is justified. 
If not. to what relief is the said workman entitled. 


8 . I will first take up preliminary isune raised by the 
management as to whether the concerned workman is a 
workman within the meaning of the Industrial Dispute* 
Act or not. The concerned workman has examined himself 
as WW-1 and he was stated that his duty was to put at¬ 
tendance of workers and to maintain log book. According 
to him the log book contain the amount of output. He 
has further stated that his pay was less than Rs. 500 .per 
month and that he was in clerical Grade 11 and not in 
supervisory grade as contended on behalf of the manage¬ 
ment. It is stated on his behalf that if he would have been 
in supervisory grade then he must have received the pay 
of supervisory grade as recommended by (he Coal Wage 
Board recommendation. 


9. in support of it the concerned workman has also filed 
his pay sheet Ext. W-2 for the month of February 76 
which shows his gross earning was at Ks. 481.19 paise. 
Ext. W-l is his identity card. This pay slip has been chal¬ 
lenged on behalf of the management and it is stated that 
it is not correct, but the pay slip has been piepared by 
computer and 1 find no teason fb disbelieve its genuineness. 


10. As against this the management hag filed the bonus 
tegister for the year 1975 page 91 of which would indi¬ 
cate that the average pay of the Concerned workman in- 
* hiding overtime etc. was more than Rs. 500 from the 
, month of March ’7J to June ’75 but this bonu# register is 
not of the relevant period. 
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'll. Now even if it be conceded that the concerned 
workman was getting more than Rs. 500 still it is to be decid¬ 
ed as to whether he will come within the meaning of 
workman or not. It is Well settled that the mere designation 
by which a person is designated is not conclusive of his 
status and tjie Industrial Court has to look to the nature 
Of the duties assigned to the person concerned to decide 
whether he Is a workman or not To support this view re- 
fertnee may be made to the ruling reported in 5 S.C.LJ., 
page 3547 (Syndicate Bank Ltd., and its workmen). 1^ 
the ruling reported in 2 S. C. L. J. page 1023 (Indian 
Iron & Steel Co. Ltd., and another and their workman) it 
has been held that where the manager of a hotel beloging 
to the company had also to write ledger, file correspon¬ 
dence, enter the cash book etc. his duties were held to be 
not merely supervisory in nature but he was held to be 
workman within the meaning of the Industrial Disputes Act. 


12. In the present case it is clearly stated by the con¬ 
cerned workman that he was writing attendance and was 
maintaining the fog book. The attendance register has not 
been filed to show that it was maintained by somebody- 
else. The management has however given evidence to the 
effect that the attendance was written by, one Sri Bharat 
Pandey, but Bharat Pandey was not been examined. 


. 13. The management has no doubt examined three wit¬ 
nesses one of whom MW-1 is a clerk and MW-2 is the 
Senior Personnel Officer, MW-1 has stated in para 8 of 
his cross-examination that the concerned workman was in 
clcarkal Grade II. MW-2 the Sr. Personnel Officer has 
'.also admitted in para 6 of his cross-examination that the 
concerned workman was in clcrcial Grade II, Thus it is 
admitted that the concerned workman was in clerical 
Grade II. Though the two management witnesses have 
stated in their evidence that the concerned workman was 
doing supervisory duty only but the duty chart has not 
been filed to show that the main duty of the concerned 
workman was supervisory only. It may just be possible that 
some supervision work was done by the concerned work¬ 
man but the evidence a also the grade of the concerned 
workman clearly indicate that he was in clerical Grade II 
and was doing clercial job. in that view of the matter it 
must be held that the concerned workman is a workman 
within the meaning of Industrial Disputes Act and this 
Tribunal has got jurisdiction to decide the Reference. 

14. The next issue is as to whether the action of the 
management in striking off the name of the concerned 
workman is legal or not. Ext.M-1 is a letter dated 16-7-76 
purported to have been sent by the management to the 
concerned workman. It is mentioned In the lettter that it 
was reported that the concerned workman was absenting' 
from duty with effect from 15-6-76 without any informa¬ 
tion and permission and hence he was directed to Join his 
duty within 48 hours from the receipt of this letter. The 
receipt of this letter has been denied. The peon book or 
postal receipt has not been filed to show that this letter 
was in fact despatched or received by the concerned work¬ 
man. Ext.M-2 is the main letter dated 16-10-76 striking 
off the name of the concerned workman. It reads as follows : 


“It has been found that you are absenting from duty 
without any Information and permission from the 
management from 15-6-76 which amounts to mis¬ 
conduct violating the clause No, 27(16) of the 
Certified Standing Orders. 


It is further reported that you have got employement 
in some other company without resigning from 
Bhowara Colliery, it is again a misconduct violat¬ 
ing Coal Mines Regulation. 


Since you have voluntarily absandoned your job, your 
name is hereby struck off from Bhowra Colliery. 
You may collect your final dues, if any, from the 
cashier on any working day after . the vacating 
company's quarter and handing over the charge 
of Company’s materials." 


According to the management this letter originally was 
sent by peon book and ultimately by registered post vide 
receipt Ext. M-3. The acknowledgment receipt is not on 
the record. 

15. From a perusal of this letter it will appear that 
the absence of the concerned workman according to the 
management themselves amounted to misconduct. For Mis¬ 
conduct the proper courts for the management wag to 
issue a chargesheet against the concerned workman and 
pass dismissal order after holding a proper enquiry, but 
this was not done. The letter provides that since the concerned 
Workman had voluntarily abandoned bis job, his name had 
been struck off from the colliery rolls. Thus it was a case 
of abandonment of job by the management though the al¬ 
legation of misconduct is also mentioned therein. 

16. The certified standing order of the management has 
been marked Ext. M-5. It is well settled that the standing 
orders contain the terms and conditions of service of a 
workman within a mine. This standing order nowhere 
provides that for absence for more than a specified period 
the name of a workman can be struck off from the rolls 
or that it can be treated as voluntariy abantonlng the job. 

17. It was however contended on behalf of the manage¬ 

ment that the certified standing order is not exhaustive 
and the management has got power to stuck off the name of 
a workman if he voluntarily abandons his job. This con¬ 
tention of the management however docs not appear to 
be plausible. In this regard reference may be made to a 
ruling reported in X S.CL.J, page 6 (Buckingham & Car¬ 
natic Co, Ltd., and Venkatiah and another). It provides 
that it is true that under common law an inference that 
an employee has abandoned or relinquished service is not 
easily drawn unless from the length of absence and from other 
surrounding circumstances an inference to that effect can 
be legitimately drawn and It can be assumed that the 
employee intended to abandon service. Abandonment or 
relinquishment of service is always a question of inteCr 
tion, and, normally, such an intention cannot be attributed 
ro an employee without adequate evidence in that behalf. 
But where parties agree upon the terms and conditions of 
service and they are included in certified Standing Orders 
the doctrines of common law of considerations of _ equity 
would not be relevant It Is then a matter of construing the 
relevant terms itself. Thus accorling to this ruling if the 
parties agree upon the terms and conditions of service and 
they are included in the certified standing orders, the 
doctrines of common law or consideration of equity 

would not be relevant. In this case the terms and condi¬ 

tions of service of the concerned workman was governed 
by the certified standing orders. The said order did not make 
any provision or provide any condition under which an 

employer can treat a workman to have voluntarily aban¬ 

doned Ms service. The management hag right to tnke ac¬ 
tion against the concerned workman only under the pro¬ 
visions of certified standing orders and in face of the safe! 
order the management could not havt taken recourse to 
the common law of abandonment of service by the con¬ 
cerned workman. In the above view of the matter the ac¬ 
tion of striking off the name, of concerned workman can¬ 
not be said to be legal and valid. 


18. The order of the management is defective and ille¬ 
gal on other founds also. It has been well settled bv the 
ruling reported in 1977 Lab. I.C. page 1695 that striking 
off name of the workman from the rolls amounts to re¬ 
trenchment and unless the provisions of Section 25F (a)# 
fb) which are mandatory provisions are complied with, 
the order of striking off the name is illegal and cannot be 
sustained. Ext. M-2 is ‘he only letter informing ibe concer¬ 
ned workman about the striking off his nRme. This does 
not provide that the concerned workman was given one 
month’s notice in writing intimating the rcason_ of Ms re¬ 
trenchment or he was paid one, month’s pay in lieu of 
the notice. The concerned workman was also not offered 
.retrencfytlent compensation ■ as provided under Clause (h) 
of Section 25F of the I.D. Act. Admittedly none of these 
two provisions were complied with bv the management in 
this case and hence on this score «1*o the order of the 
managtment Is illegal and Invalid. The maangement also 
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did not comply with the provisions of Section 25F of the 
I.D. Act which came into effect from 5-3-1976. The rul¬ 
ing reported in 1980 Lab, I.C. page 687 would also show 
that the word ‘retrenchment’ includes every kind of ter¬ 
mination. 


reby publishes the following award of the Central Govera- 
snt Industrial Tribunal No. 2, Bombay, in the industrial 
u.rputo between the employers in relation to the management 
of Kandla Port Trust Kandla and their workmen, which was 
received by the Central Government on the llh May, 1982, 


19, Thus considering the above rulings and evidence 
on tho record, I hold that the action of the management 
in staking off the name of the concerned workman is 
illegal. 


BEFORE THE CENTRAL GOVERNMENT INDUSTRIAL 
TRIBUNAL No. 2. BOMBAY. 

PRESENT : 


20. It may however be stated at this very stage that the 
management has taken the plea that the concerned workman 
had taken up employment at Govindpur in the company of 
one Arjun Agarvvalla & Company. The present mine was also 
the property of Arjun Aganvulla prior to nationalisation, The 
concerned workman, however, denied that he had token 
employment at Govindpur under Arjun Agarwalla. Tho 
management has examined MW-1 who has stated that 
from enquiry he learnt that the concerned workman was 
working at tho coke oven in a private concerned at 
Govindpur. MW-2 the Senior Personnel Officer has stated 
that he called the concerned workman one day in his 
office and on enquiry the concerned workman told him 
that he was not Interested in his job as he was working 
in coke oven of Arjun Agarwalla at Govindpur. MW-3 js 
Sii S. K, Banerjee, Manager of Bhowra Colliery. He has 
also stated that he made personal enquiry from the workman 
who told him tliat he was getting more money at Govind¬ 
pur, but neither MW-2 nor MW-3 who are senior officers 
of the management took any statement in waiting from the 
concerned workman to the above effect. Tf the concerned 
workman had given such a reply then they should have 
taken his statement in writing which should have been aut¬ 
hentic proof to the effect that the concerned workman was 
empolyed elsewhere. In written statement it is not specifi¬ 
cally stated that the concerned workman was employed 
under Arjun Agarwalla at Govindpur. Thus the allegation 
of the management that the concerned workman was emp¬ 
loyed elsewhere is not proved satisfactorily. Fuither given if, 
it was proved this did not improve the management's case 
so as to hold the order of the management legal and valid. 

21. Considering all the above evidence and law points on 
the subject, I hold that the action of the management in 
striking of the name of the concerned workman from the 
rolls of the colliery is illegal and unjustified. 

22. The next question as to what relief the concerned 
workman is entitled. It will appear that though the concer¬ 
ned workman has given evidence to the effect that he 
applied for leave to the management when he fell ill hut 
no proof has been filed in support of it. The copy of such 
application or representation if unv has not been filed. The 
only document fild on behalf of the concerned workman Is 
Ext. W-3 which is a representation dated 2-11-76 after the 
concerned workman had received the order striking off his 
name. Thus it will appear that the concerned workman did 
not move in the matter for so mpny years and started tak¬ 
ing steps after a long delay. Now if the concerned workman 
himself made such a long delay to represent his _ case 
through the union or get the matter referred to Within a 
reasonable time, he cannot take advantage of claiming his 
hack wages. The present reference was made in the year 
1980, According to the management for the first time they 
received some letter from Sri 1. D Lai, Advocate in the 
year 1978 

23. Under such circumstances, in my opinion the con¬ 
cerned workman is entitled to he reinstated hut without 
any back wages. 

24. I give my award accordingly.

massed Against Shri T. C. Lulla, there was a domestic enquiry 
held investigating into six charges levelled against him out of 
which three charges namely charges I, II and TV were neio 
established as a result of which the competent authority 
accepting the finding passed the relevant order of reversion. 
Charges I, II and TV were as follows 

“Charge No, I : That the said Shri T. C Lulla, while 
functioning as Store Keeper, had malafide motives 
in accepting a less quantity than that acknowledged 
material as per particulars given In the attached 
statement of allegations. 

Charge No II : That while functioning in the aforesaid 
office, the said Shri T. C. Lulla misbehaved with 
Assistant Engineer (S&I) on 16-8-1974 and displayed 
insubordination as brought out in the attached 
statement of allegations. 

Charge No IV ■ That while functioning in the aforesaid 
office, the said Shri T. C. Lulla wilfully allowed 
the contractor to take away one M. S. Plate which 
did not form part of the auctioned material along 
with the material auctioned.” 
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3. Having regard to the charges levelled against the em¬ 
ployee and having regard to the fact, it was only after holding 
a domestic enquiry and after considenng the report of the 
Investigating officer, that the relevant order came to be passed 
and further, having regard to the fact that on behalf of the 
employee or Union there is no material placed as to why the 
Investigating Officer's report could not be acted upon basing 
on whose conclusions the competent authority passed the 
order against the employee concerned, it calls for no inter¬ 
ference since it was fully justified, therefore no relief is in 
any way permissible. The finding therefore on the point of in 
controversy would be that the order was justified ahd therefore 
the employee is not entitled to any relief 

Award passed accordingly.
